Safety was on the minds of most 
people who attended Monday 
night's joint meeting of the City 
Council and Planning Commission 
as they discussed equestrian trails in 
the city. 

There was considerable praise for 
the horse trail along the El Cajon 
Canal but concern was expressed 
over the lack of feeder trails to join 
with the main trail. 

It was this factor that introduced 
the safety aspect of horse back 
riding. The contention was that 
riders and bicyclists are forced to 


use the streets to reach trails and 
thus place themselves in danger 
from vehicular traffic. 

Between SO and 60 persons were 
at the meeting and several of them 
addressed the elected and appointed 
officials and city staff. They asked 
several questions and made many 
suggestions, some of which will be 
pursued by the council, commission 
and staff. 

Large segments of the trail from 
the west to east city limits have been 
dedicated and much of those 
portions have been developed.

Further development awaits con- 
struction on adjacent property 
whereby developers dedicate land 
for the trail. 

The city is hopeful of a $5,200 
grant from the Southern California 
Association of Governments (SCAG) 
towards trail development. The 
request for this funding was 
$42,500. 

There has been revived interest in 
use of the lake bed as a park after a 
long period of inactivity on the 
project when city officials had been 
told by the county that the lake bed 
would not be developed as a regional 
park. 

City Council members stressed 
that feeder trails are mainly the 
city’s responsibility and to date 
money has not been available to 
develop them. 


Councilman Rudolph Castro 
urged equestrian minded citizens to 
be present at budget hearings and to 
lobby for money for the feeder trails. 
He expressed deep concern over the 
safety element. 

Although most of the talk 
centered around horses, consider- 
able concern was voiced for bicycle 
safety. It was suggested that the 
Equestrian Committee and _ the 
Planning Commission have a 
workshop session to discuss both 
aspects with emphasis on establish- 
ing a sign program for the more 
dangerous places. 


Advisory Committees 


The establishment of Citizen 
Advisory Committees each of the 
five school in the Yorba Linda School 
District has been approved by the 
Board of Trustees.

GENERAL STATEMENT-Be- 
cause the Board of Trustees feels the 
individual school should be the focal 
point of contact in developing and 
obtaining effective advice and in 
communicating with the greatest 
number of people, it has directed tl.- 
establishment of Citizens Advisory 
Committees at all schools in the 
District. 

RESPONSIBILITIES-The __ basic 
purpose of the citizens committee is 
to advise the principal regarding 
school problems, needs, and issues. 
More specifically, each committee 
has the responsibility to: 


Advise the school principal 


on matters related to educational 
needs, problems, and suggested 
priorities. 

Advise the school principal 
regarding opinion and attitudes of 
parents and other citizens on 
significant issues of a genreal 
type, e.g. vocational education, 
counseling services, standards of 
student behavior, etc. 

Assist in establishing liaison 
between the school and individual 
families strengthening communi- 
cation between the school and the 
community it serves. 

Assist in identifying educational 
needs unique to the local school 


community. 
Assist in interpreting school 
needs and programs to the 


community. 

Advise the school principal on 
adaptation of educational pro- 
grams to local needs. 


In all cases, the _ principal 
ultimately is responsible and 
accountable for decisions made 


regarding the school’s program and 
operation. The principal must 
consider all advice and recommend- 
ations from the School Citizens 
Advisory Committee, as well as from

Effective September 18, Irwin 
Fried, Yorba Linda City Planning 
Commissioner, was appointed to the 
Orange County Airport Land Use 
Commission, as an _ alternate 
member at large. 

Fried has been a member of the 
Yorba Linda Pianning Commission 
for the past 3% years, and served as 
chairman of the Planning Commis- 
sion in 1974. 

Fried is also serving as vice 
president of the Friends of the Yorba 
Linda District Library, and as the 
vice president of the Lynridge 
Homeowners Association. 

The Orange County Commission 
has recently adopted an Airport 
Environs Land Use Plan. Similar in 
purpose to Yorba Linda’s General 
Plan, Orange County's Airport Plan 
is concerned with land use 
Surrounding existing and future 
airports within Orange County. 

Specifically, the plan seeks to 
protect the public from the adverse 
affects of aircraft noise, and to 
ensure that people and facilities are 
not concentrated in areas suscep- 
tible to aircraft accidents. 

Threats to the safety of flight 
operations, or to the lives, property, 
health and welfare of persons on the 
ground are legitimate interests of 
the Plan. 

As a Yorba Linda resident, Fried 


has long had a strong interest in the 
relationship between airport activi- 
ties and the surrounding environ- 
ment. 

Fried indicated that the appoint- 
ment was a welcome opportunity for 
community service, as well as 
having a Yorba Lindan in a strategic 
spot with regard to future airport 
development in Orange County.

If the project is still in effect, the 
committee should have member- 
ship as provided for in the state or 
federal guidelines. 
If the state or federal project has 
been discontinued, the existing 
citizens advisory committee may 
recommend continuation as orgin- 
allly established or may recom- 
mend a revised membership pol- 
icy in accordance with the guide- 
lines in #1 above. 

SELECTION OF MEMBERS- 
Except in school at which citizen 
advisory committees are elected 
according to state or federal 
guidelines, membership of School 
Citizens Advisory Committees shall 
be on a voluntary basis. 

SCHEDULE OF MEETINGS-No 
less than three regularly-scheduled 
meetings are to be held by each 
School Citizens Advisory Committee 
each school year, with the first 
meeting no later than the last school 
day in November. Additional 
meetings may be called by joint 
agreement of the principal and the 
committee chairman, who shall be 
elected by the committee at its first 
meeting. 

All meetings must be open to the 
public in accordance with state law. 
In order for the procedures of a 
meeting to be official, a quorum 
consisting of a simple majority of the 


committee members must be 
present. 
COURSE OF ACTION-\Items 


requiring action by the school 
district's central administration or 
the Board of Trustees should be 
processed by the principal through 
normal administrative channels.

Having spent some of my boyhood and, later on, my college years in small 
towns in which it could be said you never were more than a few blocks from 
ploughed ground, I am aware of how important that ploughed earth is to our 
welfare. Indeed, our very existence. 

Would you believe that it’s possible our three million farmers, as well as 
countless other landowners, soon may discover they can’t plough or 
cultivate their land or even a garden patch without getting a federal permit? 
And I mean a federal permit every time they plough the same piece of land. 

Strange things happen as legislation winds its way through the marble 
halls of government. Sometimes accidental changes in wording make an 
ordinary bill become a monstrous mutation. Sometimes the accidents are 
suspect of being accidental on purpose. 

Take a minor word change from ‘‘shall’’ to ‘‘may’’ and suddenly a 
legislator finds his law to make a government agency perform in a certain 
way has become a permissive measure in which the agency can do or not do 
what the law says. 

Sen. Edmund Muskie authored the Federal Water Pollution Control Act. 
It was passed over President Nixon's veto. I doubt the lawmakers, who, like 
all of us, want clean water in our lakes and rivers, were aware of a slight 
change in wording until a court decision was handed down explaining what 
the bill really calls for. 

Section 404 directs the Corps of Engineers to issue permits for the 
discharge of dredged or filled material in navigable waters. Underline that 
word ‘‘navigable.’’ We all know it defines waters that are sizable enough to 
be used for interstate travel by barge, boat, etc. 

In the legislative process, a bill passes out of the Senate undergoes 
changes when it gets to the House. Then, a conference committee of 
senators and congressmen iron out the differences in the two versions. 

In the case of Muskie’s bill, the word ‘‘navigable’’ was dropped. The 
effect of that deletion is staggering. A federal court has ruled that the law 
now applies to all waters, even the tiniest trickle, and, therefore, the federal 
government has a greatly expanded authority over land use. 

Now there have been increasing attempts in Washington to pass land 
planning bills that would give the federal government control over land use. 
The Department of Agriculture, in analyzing the law, says ‘‘dredged 
material’’ means any material in excess of a cubic yard. 

Now, ploughing one acre of ground to a depth of only one-half inch moves 
some 50 cubic yards of soil, so therefore, ploughing or cultivating is covered 
by Muskie’s ‘‘clean water’’ bill. 

The opportunity for mischief is enormous. The ecology lobby and the 
powerful Environmental Protection Agency are pressing for adoption of 
strict regulations which, even though they deny it is their intention, would 
still mean a farmer would have to get a permit every time he ploughed. 
Environmentalists have threatened that if they don’t get the strict regulation 
they'll go to court. 

It takes about four months to process a permit. The Corps of Engineers 
has testified to the Senate Public Works Committee that the expansion of 
their duties will require an additional 5,000 federal agents in the field 
investigating farmers and even homeowners for possible violations. The bill 
to the taxpayers is estimated at another $100 million. 

All of this for the dropping of one nine-letter word. Accident? If so, why 
did the conferees in resubmitting the bill to both houses continue to speak of 
**navigable waters’’ even though the word ‘‘navigable’’ no longer was in the 
bill? 

Maybe it’s only a coincidence, but those of a liberal bent in Congress have 
been trying since 1970 to enact land-use legislation.

Defends Volunteers 


Dear Sir; 

I wish to take exception with a 
paragraph in ‘‘In and Around Yorba 
Linda’’ by Judy Goffin as printed in 
“The Star’’ on September 17. 


Ms. Goffin insinuates that the 
Williams home would not have 
burned to the ground if Yorba Linda 
had a fire department on full duty 
instead of the volunteer department 
we do have. 


I don’t know how long Ms. Goffin 
has lived in Yorba Linda or her 
location in the city, but I’ve lived 
here for five and one-half years and 
within ear-splitting distance of the 
fire department siren. My neighbors 
and I have often discussed the speed 
with which the trucks are on the road 
after that siren stops. Put a stop 
watch on those volunteers, Ms. 
Goffin, and see the response occur in 
three to four minutes. 


These volunteers interrupt their 
private lives to answer the calls and 
they literally take their lives in their 
hands on the roads as well as at the 
scenes of the fires. I’m sure there 
are many more contributing factors 
why a home burns to the ground 
without insinuating ineffieiency on 
the part of the volunteers. 


Their’s is a thank-less job without 
insinations made against them. No, 
I’m not related to any of the 
volunteers and to the best of of my 
knowledge I do not personally know 
any of them.

Assemblyman Bruce 
Nestande (R-Orange) 
hailed the passage by the 
State Assembly of a bill 
which, ‘‘establishes man- 
datory prison sentences for 
those who commit certain 
serious crimes, and called 
upon Governor Brown to 
sign this legislation into 
law.”’ 

Nestande praised this bill 
as, ‘‘a decisive step toward 
curtailing the use of 
firearms in the commission 
of crimes in California.’’ 

Nestande pointed out 
that this legislation nearly 
parallels President Ford’s 
plea for mandatory prison 
sentences for criminals 
convicted of certain crimes 
while possessing a firearm, 
in the President’s historic 
address before a _ joint 
session of the California 
State Legislators. 


Nestande asked the 
Governor to _ recognize, 
“that quick and = sure 


punishment, and no proba- 
tion, are definite deterrents 
to crime.”’ 

Nestande indicated that 


in the Assembly Criminal, 


Justice Committee, of 
which he is a member, ‘‘a 
recent survey by _ the 
Department of Justice 
showed that firearms are 
used in 57% of all 
homicides, 54% of all 
robberies, and 41% of all 
assaults.”’ 


Nestande continued by 
pointing out that the need 


for such legislation is 
apparent because, ‘‘the 
same survey revealed that 
more than 37% of those who 
used a firearm to kill, and 
39% of those using a 
firearm to rob, ultimately 
were granted probation by 
the courts which amounted 
to 2,300 violent criminals 
returning to the streets each 
year, on probation, despite 
being convicted of using 
firearms in the commission 
of crimes.”’
